thought that this is 
a viable organization and a good 
home for his books," Winants said. 

McCormick's other connection to 
Middleburg was through his daugh¬ 
ter, Abby McCormick O'Neil of 


Chicago philanfhropisf Brooks 
McCormick, who "loved every- 
fhing horses" according fo an 
acquainfance, bequeafhed more 
fhan 550 sporfing books—all in 
excellenf condition—fo fhe National 
Sporfing Library. The fifles reflecf 
fhe enfhusiasm he held for foxhunf- 
ing, coaching, and compefifive 
sporfs such as eventing and sfeeple- 
chase. 

McCormick, a 1940 Yale graduafe 
who lived in Chicago and af Sf. James 
Farm in Warrenville, Illinois, died 
Augusf 15, 2006 af fhe age of 89. A 
champion of environmenfal causes, a 
nofed philanfhropisf, and a force in 
fhe business and culfural life of 


Chicago, McCormick was also fhe for¬ 
mer MFH of fhe Wa 3 me-duPage Hunf. 

"He was a greaf sporfsman," said 
Pefer Winanfs, director emerifus of 
fhe NSL. When he was edifor of The 
Chronicle of the Horse, Winanfs hunf- 
ed wifh McCormick in fhe early 
1980s. 

He recalls, "After hunfing one 
day, we wenf back fo Brooks' Sf. 
James Farm for dinner. Af fhaf time, 
I disfincfly remember looking af his 
library wifh him, and I happened fo 
mention fhe Naf tonal Sporfing 
Library and fold him a little bif 
abouf if." Winanfs puf McCormick 
on fhe mailing lisf so he would 
receive newsletters, and Winanfs 
believes fhis solidified fhe rela- 
fionship. "I'm sure

Chicago, who affended Foxcroff 
School. "He liked Middleburg and 
he loved sfeeplechase," she said. 
"He spenf a greaf deal of time decid¬ 
ing where his book collecfions 
should go; he was very fhoughfful 
abouf fhis." O'Neil added fhaf her 
fafher's rare book collection was 
exfensive. 

"We've received some oufsfand- 
ing and very well-cared-for books," 
said Librarian Lisa Campbell. "If 
consisfs of many rare and confem-

porary books dating from fhe early 
1800s fo lafe 20fh cenfury. Some are 
signed by fhe aufhor, and fhere are 
several limifed editions." 

Many fifles, she nofed, are new fo 
fhe NSL, and fhose fhaf are dupli- 
cafes are in such pristine condifion 
fhaf fhey will replace NSL copies. 
The Brooks McCormick Collecfion 
will be esfablished and will consisf of 
fhe antiquarian, rare, signed, and lim¬ 
ifed editions from his bequesf—all 
housed in fhe F. Ambrose Clark Rare 
Book Room. 

"He had an incredible library," 
said photographer Raymond 
Woolfe, a former sfeeplechase rider 
who designed a sfeeplechase course 
af McCormick's Sf. James Farm in 
Warrenville, Illinois, in fhe 1980s. 
"He had beautiful old foxhunting 
books and one of fhe mosf complefe 


equesfrian libraries." 

McCormick's greaf-uncle, Cyrus 
Hall McCormick (1809-1884), invenf- 
ed fhe reaper when he was 22 years 
old. Af fhaf fime he lived in fhe 
Shenandoah Valley, jusf norfh of 
Lexington, Va. Today fhe McCor¬ 
mick Farm is a Nafional Historic 
Landmark and open fo fhe public. 

The reaper, considered a revolu¬ 
tionary farming implemenf, made ifs 
debuf in 1831. Credifed wifh hasfen- 
ing fhe wesfward expansion of fhe 
United Sfafes, McCormick's 


"Virginia Reaper" won fhe presfi- 
gious Gold Medal af London's 
Crysfal Palace Exhibition in 1851, 
cafapulfing McCormick fo world 
celebrify sfafus. Cyrus relocafed his 
reaper business from Virginia fo 
Chicago in 1847, and from fhere, pro¬ 
ceeded fo become one of fhe mosf 
successful businessmen in Chicago. 

In 1902 fhe McCormick Har- 
vesfing Machine Company fhaf 
Cyrus had sfarfed wifh his family 
merged wifh fhe Deering Harvester

Dr. William Bushong, hisfo- 
rian and webmaster of fhe 
White House Historical 
Association, gave a spirifed and 
informative lecfure May 10 
abouf fhe NSL's currenf show. 
White House Horses, located in 
fhe Forresf E. Mars Sr. 
Exhibition Hall. In an illusfraf- 
ed presenfafion fo commemo- 
rafe fhe opening, Bushong 
emphasized fhe imporfanf role 
working and pleasure horses 
filled for American presidenfs, 
af fimes relaying poignanf sides 
of fhese U.S. leaders. For exam¬ 
ple, during Teddy Roosevelf's 
tenure, his son's pony, Algon- 
guin, was led up fhe steps fo fhe 
young boy's bedroom in an 
efforf fo liff his spirifs. Dexter, a 
champion froffer whom Ulysses S. Granf drove during his presidential 
campaign, proved fhaf presidenf's mettle as a horseman. Of fhe modern 
presidenfs, Bushong said, Ronald Reagan was fhe mosf avid horseman, 
and he kepf many horses af his Rancho Del Cielo in California.

Company and became fhe 
Infernafional Harvesfer Company— 
now Navisfar Infernafional Corp¬ 
oration. This merger gave 
McCormick and his descendanfs a 
hold on fhe markef of farming equip- 
menf for almosf 150 years. Brooks 
McCormick was director of 
Infernafional Harvesfer from 1958 
until his refiremenf in 1981, and 
chairman and CEO from 1971 fo 
1978. His family was also involved in 
banking, invesfmenfs, real-esfafe, 
and news media—^his cousin Col. 
Roberf R. McCormick founded fhe 
Chicago Tribune Foundation. 


The esfafe included a main sfable 
and fwo subsidiary ones fo house his 
foxhunfers and carriages. "The main 
sfable was absolutely classically 
English, wifh cobblestone floors and 
big heavy doors wifh bars and greaf 
big sfalls," he added. 

McCormick was known for his 
conservafion as much as his philan- 
fhropy. In 2000, he agreed fo sell his 
620-acre Sf. James Farm fo fhe 
DuPage Counfy Foresf Preserve 
Disfricf for $43 million. The esfafe 
connecfed wifh ofher surrounding 
foresf preserves, forming a 3,500- 
acre conservafion area of woods, 
weflands, and farmland. 

Thirfy years earlier, McCormick 
helped finance DuPage Counfy- 
based Conservafion Foundation, a 


land preservation and environmenfal 
group active across fhe Chicago area. 

McCormick was involved in a 
hosf of horse-orienfed and preserva¬ 
tion sociefies. He was a founder of 
fhe National Sfeeplechase Foun¬ 
dation, esfablished in 1995 and dedi¬ 
cated fo preserving and advancing 
sfeeplechase. He also supporfed fhe 
McCormick-Infernafional Harvesfer 
Collecfion, a cache of his greaf-uncle 
Cyrus' manuscripfs and memorabil¬ 
ia relafing fo fhe invenfor. 

McCormick was preceded in 
deafh by his wife, Hope McCormick; 
his daughter, Marfha Hunf; and his 
son, Mark. His daughfer, Abby 
McCormick O'Neil, five grandchil¬ 
dren and one greaf-grandchild sur¬ 
vive him. ^i,'

Reeves' Collection Enhances Library Holdings 


The National Sporting Library 
has received a treasure trove of 
research materials once belonging to 
the renowned equestrian artist 
Richard Stone Reeves of Oldwick, 
N.J., who died Ocf. 7, 2005 af fhe age 
of 85. Reeves' son and daughfer, 
Tony and Nina Reeves, generously 
donafed a wealfh of drawings, 
skefches, photographs, and books 
by fhe renowned equesfrian arfisf, 
including fheir fafher's easel and 
palette, wifh his painfs, now pefri- 
fied on fhe palette, sef jusf as he left 
fhem. 

"Somebody could definitely 
make a sfudy of fhe way Reeves 
worked by consulfing fhis array of 
maferials, including fhe skefches, 
photographs, and defailed notes he 
took on fhe horses he was commis¬ 
sioned fo painf," said Librarian Lisa 
Campbell. 

Reeves esfablished a name for 
himself during fhe second half of fhe 
20fh cenfury. Thoroughbred owners 
and breeders commissioned fhe 
painsfakingly-accurafe arfisf fo painf 
porfraifs of fheir horses, and he 
developed a loyal following. Reeves' 
work also appears in many books, 
including Royal Blood: Fifty Years of 
Classic Thoroughbreds by Jim Bolus 
(Eclipse Press, 1994); Legends: The Art 
of Richard Stone Reeves by Edward 
Bowen (Oxmoor House, 1989); and 
Crown Jewels of Thoroughbred Racing 


by Richard Stone Reeves (Eclipse 
Press, 1997). The Blood-Horse also 
published several of his works, 
including, Belmont Park: A Century of 
Champions. 

According fo Reeves' daughfer 
Nina Reeves of New York, fhe arfisf 
fraveled far and wide fo view fhe 
horses he was commissioned fo 
painf. Af fhe frack, he'd speak fo 
owners, frainers and jockeys abouf 
his subjecf. "Thaf was his world," 
she said. Then he'd refurn fo his sfu- 
dio and painf. "He had an enormous 
abilify fo focus, as is fypical when 
someone's involved wifh fheir pas¬ 
sion. He would work abouf eighf 
hours af a shof in his sfudio every¬ 
day. He worked really hard." 


Reeves' race-loving uncle lived 
near Belmonf Park, and when 
Richard was a boy, his uncle would 
fake him fo fhe frack. "Thaf was his 
firsf exposure fo fhaf world, and 
fhaf's how if all evolved," said Ms. 
Reeves. 

Reeves' books, drawings, skefch¬ 
es, and reproducfions, plus fhe 
meficulous nofes fhaf accompany 
fhem, complemenf fhe Library's 
growing arf and book collections. 

"The donation is parficularly 
exciting, given fhaf so many of his 
painfings are in privafe collections," 
said Arf Curafor Befsy Manierre. 
Even fhe Aga Khan, fhe Muslim 
philanfhropisf, owns a Reeves' orig¬ 
inal.

"Tap" Tapply have been added to 
the Library's collection, thanks to 
successful bids at Cobbs Auctioneers 
in Petersborough, NH. Most of these 
books are inscribed by the authors to 
Tapply, as well as the books written 
by Tapply and his son, William G. 
Tapply. 

The name Tapply is a household 
word to people who love the out¬ 
doors, due to the many books he 
wrote and the column he con¬ 
tributed for 14 years in Field & 
Stream. Tap's Tips: Practical Advice for 
All Outdoorsmen, published in 1965, 
is a book based on these columns; its 
general strategies, specific tactics, 
and practical tips are delivered with 
Tapply's characteristic sense of 
humor and engaging down-to-earth 
philosophy. 

Tapply started his writing career 
in 1935, when the 25-year-old out- 
doorsman began contributing to 
National Sportsman Magazine, which 
later became Outdoors Magazine. In 
1950 his friend Hugh Grey, the edi¬ 
tor of Field & Stream, hired him as 
associate editor In that same year 
Tapply started his "Tap's Tips." 

Tapply mentored and befriended 
many authors over the years, an 
impressive list which included Lee 
Wulff, Frank Woolner, Burton L. 
Spiller, Ed Zern, and others. His son 
Bill wrote in the introduction of an 
updated version of Tap's Tips: 
Practical Advice for All Outdoorsmen, 
"Most of them credited Tap for 'dis¬ 
covering' them back when they were 
aspiring outdoor writers. Tap, in 
turn, credited them for sharing their 
wisdom and expanding his outdoor 
experiences."

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2006 National Sporting Library Annual Report of Donors 


IS WITH GREAT PRIDE that I write to thank each of you for your imporfanf confribufions fhaf fund fhe 
Library's day fo day operations. The following lisf of donors acknowledges each confribufion made fo fhe 
yi' National Sporting Library in fhe year 2006. The increasing awareness of fhe National Sporting Library and fhe 
expansion of our programs have resulfed in consisfenf growfh in financial supporf. The year 2005 ended wifh an 
increase in unresfricfed giving of 8% over fhe previous year. We were exfremely pleased wifh fhis increase. However, 
fhe 2006 fofals were even more exciting. We ended fhe year 2006 wifh a 45% increase over fhe fofal unresfricfed giving 
in 2005! This represenfs exfraordinary growfh in financial supporf, and we are deeply grafeful fo all of our loyal and 
generous donors. 

The mosf dramatic growfh occurred in fhe Chairman's Council. These generous donors confribufe $2,500 or more 
annually fo fund fhe operations of fhe Library. I am pleased fo welcome all of fhe new parficipanfs fo fhe Chairman's 
Council and fo reporf fhaf 2006 ended wifh fhe Chairman's Council numbering 113, an increase of 39% from fhe pre¬ 
vious year. Once again, fhis represenfs growfh af a significanf level. 

Visifafion af fhe Library is also growing. In 2005, we welcomed 438 visifors fo fhe Library, based on fhe number of 
signafures in fhe guesf regisfer. Visifors in 2006 numbered 692, representing a 57% increase in guesfs and researchers 
using fhe Library. These individuals have come from all over America as well as many foreign counfries. This growfh 
reflecfs fhe increasing awareness of fhe Library on a worldwide basis. Again, very exciting news!

Middleburg bookseller Rick 
Stoutamyer shared ideas about start¬ 
ing a book collection with 
Chairman's Council members on 
Thursday evening, June 14.

"You don'f have fo be rich fo 
acquire a qualify-collecfion of 
books," he said, explaining fhaf one 
of fhe foremosf Mark Twain collec¬ 
tions in fhe Unifed Sfafes was assem¬ 
bled by a high school principal over 
a period of years. "The key fo collecf- 
ing books, as opposed fo accumulaf- 
ing books, is focus, planning, and

becoming knowledgeable in your 
specific subjecfs of inferesf." 

Audience parficipanfs found 
Sfoufamyer informafive and engag¬ 
ing. How many people knew, for 
example, fhaf a "1" in a series of 
numbers by a copyrighf signifies a 
firsf printing? Or fhaf philanfhropisf 
Paul Mellon collecfed books on 
alchemy? 

Sfoufamyer also shared informa¬ 
tion on defermining firsf edifions 
and undersfanding ferminology 
unique fo fhe book frade. He high- 
lighfed his poinfs using fhe Library's 
own books from fhe F. Ambrose Clark 
Rare Book Room. He also referred fo 
books from his own collection.

Fly-Fishing for Smallmouth in 
Rivers and Streams by Bob Clouser. 
Stackpole Books, 2007. 226 pages. 
260 color photos, 17 illustrations. 
$39.95 

Bob Clouser's book, Fly-Fishing 
for Smallmouth in Rivers and Streams, 
is a beautifully illustrated celebra¬ 
tion of smallmouth flyfishing. 

The information and techniques 
presented in the book are a must- 
read and research tool for fly fisher¬ 
men who can gain insight into the 
role of bait fish in the smallmouth 
diet as studied by Clouser in the 
Susquehanna River. 

Clouser has guided on the 
Susquehanna River for 25 years and 
operates a fly shop in Middletown, 
Pennsylvania, near the legendary 
smallmouth river. 

Chapter 4, "What They Eat," 
defines the importance of bait fish in 
the smallmouth diet. The chapter 
has vivid photographs of Clouser's 
deep minnow imitation and the bait 
fish that it imitates. 

"Smallmouth will eat just about 
anything that moves," Clouser says, 
adding, "because most smallmouth 
streams have an array of minnows, 
dace, darters, sculpins and other 
forage fish including young trout, 
bass and sunfish, bait fish are the 
most important food items for 
smallmouth bass." 

Clouser was named Angler of the 
Year in 2001 by Fly Rod and Reel 
Magazine, "the man behind the min¬ 


now." The minnow is his most 
famous fly, the Clouser deep min¬ 
now, which was designed to imitate 
bait fish. 

"It's probably become the most 
effective fly developed in the last 
thirty years, certainly the most effec¬ 
tive underwater fly," Lefty Kreh 
says in the Fly Rod and Reel Magazine 
article. 

Kreh, a legendary fly fisherman, 
has fished extensively with Clouser 
and spoke at the National Sporting 
Library in April 2000. 

In a chapter on presentations, 
Clouser's "Susquehanna strip" is 
explained, a technique developed 
on the Susquehanna River: "The fly 
darts during the strip and dips dur¬ 
ing the pause, portraying the behav¬ 
ior of an escaping bait fish." 

"Bob, the reason your fly is so 
deadly is that it never stops moving, 
and neither does a bait fish that is 
trying to escape a predator," Kreh 
says on this unique technique. 
"After you strip once, pause before 
stripping again, and be ready to set 
the hook. Smallmouth will follow 
the fleeing streamer and inhale it the 
instant it pauses and starts to fall 
slowly toward the bottom." 

The Susquehanna River is 
famous for a whitefly hatch, which 
brings up all the fish to the surface 
in a feeding frenzy. "During a hatch 
of whiteflies, larger bass focus more 
on the smaller fish partaking of the 
feast than on the insects," Clouser 
relates in a chapter on what they 
eat. 

Another crucial chapter in the 
book is Chapter 8, "Ten Tips to 
Catch a Trophy." The first tip is 
"Improve Your Casting." Two other 
chapters, "Casting" and "Present¬ 
ations," also deal with casting and 
reinforce the vital importance of 
being able to cast long and short 
accurately. 

Clouser relates a specific instance 
one hot August afternoon with 
Lefty Kreh where Kreh makes a 90- 
foot cast and hooks a 5-pound 
smallmouth. "Lefty Kreh has demon¬ 
strated to me time and again how 
necessary long casts are to fool 
dear-water [spooky] smallmouth," 
Clouser adds. 

So, the next time you are fishing 


the Potomac or Shenandoah River, 
cast a chartreuse Clouser deep min¬ 
now and "be ready."

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Country Pursuits: British, American 
and French Sporting Art from the 
Mellon Collections in the Virginia 
Museum of Fine Arts by Malcolm 
Cormack. VMFA, University of Va. 
Press, 2007. 480 pages. 185 color 
illustrations, 40 illustrations. $75 

Malcolm Cormack's eye-catching 
book about Paul Mellon's generous 
donation of sporting art to the 
Virginia Museum of Fine Arts bril¬ 
liantly lays out this philanthropist's 
passion—sporting art. And no won¬ 
der. Malcolm Cormack, from 1991 to 
2003 the Paul Mellon curator at the 
Center for British Art, researched 
and wrote this illustrated volume. 
He's a man who clearly knows his 
subject. 

At first one may wonder if this 
book covers ground previously 
explored by Judy Egerton's two ear¬ 
lier books on Mr. Mellon's sporting 
art collections. In her four-volume 
set of Sport in Art and Books series 
published by Yale University Press 
(1978), there is virtually no overlap 
in the selection of paintings with 
those in Country Pursuits. Egerton 
mentioned in this series that only 400 
of the 1,700 paintings in the Mellon 
collection were selected. Egerton's 
other book, British Sporting 
Paintings—The Paul Mellon Collection 
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in the Virginia Museum of Fine Art 
(1985) covers 58 paintings, while 
Country Pursuits covers 127 paint¬ 
ings, but still with only marginal 
overlap. One can quickly see the 
large scale of the Mellon collection. 

Country Pursuits is divided into 
three sections: British Sporting Art, 
American Sporting Art, and French 
Sporting Art, each with an introduc¬ 
tory essay and a catalogue of painf- 
ings. The British secfion, comprised 
of a 95-page infroducfion and 74 
enfries, clearly eclipses fhe 
American secfion wifh ifs 14-page 
infroducfion and 27 enfries, and fhe 
French secfion (17 page infroducfion 
and 24 enfries). Buf make no mis- 
fake, fhese are no ordinary 
"enfries." These are paintings fhaf 
jump off fhe page, painfings by 
George Sfubbs, Ben Marshall, John 
Nosf Sarforius, James Pollard, 
George Morland, George Caflin, 
Edward Troye, Winslow Homer, 
Ferdinand Delacroix and Pierre- 
Alfred De Dreux—in ofher words, 
fhe greafesf names in sporting and 
animal arf. And don'f overlook fhe 
Munnings! 

Every enfry (a convenienf ferm 
because single "enfry" sometimes 
includes more fhan one work) is 
accompanied by a splendid color 
illusfrafion, fogefher wifh an occa¬ 
sional defail-illusfrafion, while 
black and while phofographs illus- 
frafe fhe infroducfory essays. A bib¬ 
liography, brief bibliographical 
skefches of fhe arfisfs, and an index, 
make up fhe concluding secfion of 
fhis book. 

The fhree essays on fhe relafed 
fhree sections of fhe book are very 
defailed and relafe fo fhe arfisfs, fhe 
painfings and hisforical back¬ 
ground on sporfing subjecfs. 
Cormack's affenfion fo George 
Sfubbs is very defailed and reason¬ 
ably, given fhaf Mellon has fhe 
largesf collection of fhis arfisf in fhe 
world. He relafes fhaf fhe Sfubbs' 
book of drawings. The Anatomy of 
the Horse, (1766) was a key reference 
work for many fufure sporfing 
arfisfs. The aufhor also several 
times conveys fhe idea fhaf sporfing 
arf is and always has been under- 
appreciafed. 

The book is beautifully laid ouf 
wifh generous space of af leasf one 
page allocafed for each painfing and 
anofher page for corresponding 


fexf. The book will serve as a greaf 
reference for years fo come.

Nofe: Malcolm Cormack will lec- 
fure on his book af fhe NSL on 
Thursday, November 15. 
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To the Nines: A practical guide to 
horse and rider turnout for dressage, 
eventing, and hunter-jumper shows 
by Jennifer Chong. Alpine Publi¬ 
cations, 2006. $19.95. 

Jennifer Chong's To the Nines near¬ 
ly fulfills ifs promise—fhe book is an 
easily readable and well-organized 
guide fo preparing horse and rider 
furnouf for showing in evenfing, 
dressage, or hunfer-jumpers. Buf, if 
neglecfs fo cover a few minor issues 
and, despife being clearly written, is 
poorly edifed, confaining a number 
of spelling and grammatical errors. 
Aside from fhese concerns. To the 
Nines is an excellenf source for any¬ 
one jusf beginning fheir show career 
and confains a number of useful tips 
and suggestions for fhe seasoned 
veferan, gleaned from fhe aufhor's 
years of experience in Pony Club and 
showing evenfing and dressage. 

The book is organized info four 
sections: rider, horse, fack, and show. 
The firsf encompasses everyfhing 
from choosing fhe appropriafe attire 
(including a wonderfully defailed 
secfion on fying sfock ties!) fo clean¬ 
ing boofs fo keeping cool. For each 
discipline, Chong also provides a 


handy lisf of classic sfyles and recenf 
frends. The secfion on fhe horse 
includes proper grooming fechniques, 
bafhing, braiding, and clipping. 

Alfhough seemingly fedious and 
repetitive for any experienced rider, 
Chong is clearly a perfectionisf when 
if comes fo preparing a horse for a 
show, and her tips on a number of 
subjecfs, from wliich shampoos fo use, 
fo dealing wifh chesfnufs, and even a 
homemade remedy for leg fungus, 
will be useful fo fhose af all levels. 

The final two parts, on tack and 
shows, are similar-providing advice 
on selecting appropriate tack and 
caring for if, valuable tips on organ¬ 
izing everyfhing before fhe big 
evenf, from paperwork fo labeling 
each ifem, and even setting up a fack 
sfall, and concludes wifh examples 
of packing lisfs. 

My biggesf complainf wifh fhe 
book is fhaf in a few insfances, espe¬ 
cially braiding fails, Chong advises 
her reader fo consulf anofher source 
insfead of simply explaining how fo 
perform fhe fask, while in ofher cases 
she covers whaf are probably unnec¬ 
essary topics (such as fhe "Ladies 
Only" secfion). Aparf from fhese 
minor shorfcomings. To the Nines is a 
greaf comprehensive and compacf 
guide for fhose riders new fo show¬ 
ing, and ifs tips and suggestions are 
also useful for experienced riders.
